1949, providing separate divisions of control for Party, political and 
military matters. «wilitary affairs were assigned to YEH Chien-ying, 
political matters to AU Tlang-ts‘un (4 ie) i ), and Party business to 
FANG Fang. 


2. Chinese Communist authoritias in South China feel that their domination has 
entered the pacification stage. They claim that they have enforced complete 
disarmament and discovered all cached weapons’, and that garrison forces, 
with the addition of Feople'’s Volumteer Corps in various districts, are 
adeguate to suppress guerrilla activities. in the political field, they are 
attempting to unify administration in order to avoid overlapping and to 
reduce expenses. Ganeral census registrations have been begun by districts 
in Canton.9 in the economic field, tne authorities have announced special 
attentioa to the living standards of workers, but they admit to some 25X1C 
instability in currency conditions.4

YEH Chien-ying 
acts only in accordanea with instructions from hig Soviet advisers, 


6. Two Soviet advisers, Pa-ke-lo-fu (GAb iE £ , possibly Bagelov) and 
Ch'i-kte-no-fu (8 og 2, # . possibly Chikenov), attached to the Kwangtung 
Provincial Government, spoke at a meeting of Communist workers in Canton on 
l December 1949. Their remarks were to the affeat that. since, with Soviet 
assistanoe, the revolution in China had proved successful, the Chinese were 
under obligation to aid the revolutionary program in all nations of Southeast 
Asia.
